SAN CISCO, April 22— 
“Earthquake weather,” based upon 
a common belief that some connec- 
tion exists between temblors and 
}atmospheric pressure or tempera- 
ture, is a myth, according to E. A. 
Beais, United States district weath- 
er forecaster here, and J. H. Moore, 
assistant astronomer at Mt. Hamil- 
ton Observatory, outside San Jose, 
today. 

In connection with the temblor 
that struck Southern California yes- 
terday, both men said that scientists 
had found, in years of search, no 
fact upon which to base the conclu- 
sion that an earthquake is the re- 
sult of atmospheric pressure outside 
the earth or of temperature. 

It was pointed out by both men 
that a quake is caused by a dis- 
turbance inside the earth and that 
atmospheric pressure and tempera- 


High temperatures in California 
had usually preceded previous 
temblors and abnormally balmy 
weather was the ruling temperature 
in the State last week, but this wae 
merely a coincidence, it was said, 
and did not establish a connection 
between the temperature and the 
disturbances. |

HELP NOT NEEDED. 


Gov. Stephens yesterday tele- 
graphed his sympathy to the strick- 
en cities and offered assistance, but 
was informed that assistance would 
not be needed. Less than twenty 
families in the two communities 
were rendered homeless, 
were quickly provided with shelter 
by their neighbors. 


One of the most extraordinary 
features of the quake was the effect 
it had upon the State highway. From 
Hemet to San Jacinto, at intervals 
of from fifty to 500 yards, the fre- 
quency growing more noticeable 
closer to San Jacinto, the highway 
was cracked. The cracks were from 
two to ten inches wide, and in each 
case one side of the crevice was 
higher than the other. In some in- 
stances the crevices caused a rise or 
a depression amounting to from one 
to six inches. 
breaks were bulged, indicating that 
the highway had been oSulged or 
buckled before it was pulled apart 
by the vibrations. 

WATER SYSTEMS UNHURT. 

Damage to the water systems of 
the district is comparatively small. 
Some canals have had their sides 
cracked and there have been several 
small breaks, but these are not seri- 
ous. The two large sources of irri- 
gation water are uninjured, and the 
two large water companies will have 
no difficulty in maintaining normal 
conditions, it was report last 
night. 

The ic action of the San Ja- 
cinto River has attracted much at- 
tention. While within a short time 
after the quake its flow inereased 
notably, and covered portions of the 
bed that had been dry for some time 


‘to a depth of a foot or more and for 


a width of about fifty feet, late yes- 
terday the water receded and the 
river is now about in its normal 
condition for this time of the year. 
It is the general belief that the 
earthquake expelled a large amount 
of water from underground channels 
and that it quickly found its way 
back to the lower levels. 

The roads around both towns have 
been only slightly damaged, and 
there are only a few breaks in the 
concrete paving of the streets. All 
of these breaks have been filled 
temporarliy, and there is no 4diffi- 
culty in getting about wtih vehicles. 

Sunday’s quake was the second 
one to wreck San Jacinto and Hemet 
during the past nineteen years. Its 
fury was confined mostly to three 
blocks in San Jacinto, including San 
Jacinto, Fifth and Main streets. At 
Hemet it struck practically the same 
amount of area up and down Har- 
vard street and Florida’ avenue.

BEEF PRICES TO! BE 
PAID IN MAY TOLD. 


ARMY, NAVY, MARINE CORPS 
SPEAK FOR THE UNITED 
STATES AND ALLIES, 


{BY A. P. NIGHT WIRE.} 

WASHINGTON, April 22.—Maxi- 
mum prices to be allowed in May on 
purchases of beef for American 
fighting forces and the Allies were 
announced tonight by the army, 
navy ‘and’ marine corps. 

While the government controls 
beef prices only to the extent of say- 
ing what it will pay, the purchases 
under government direction are s0 
enormous that the maximum figures 
now fixed are expected to go far to- 
ward stabilizing prices to the do- 
mestic consumer. 

The plan is to continue allotting 
government and ‘Alifed contracts 
among the packers at prices based 
upon prevailing livestock markets, 
provided they are not higher than 
the stated maximum. On the oth- 
er hand, if there should be a drop 
in the market, and no agreement on 
prices has been reached in the 
meantime, the Federal Trade Com- 
mission will be called upon to ascer- 
tain costs upon which to base new 
maximum government prices. 


LIST OF PRICES. 


Following is the announcement of 
the beef prices: 

“The army ‘and navy and the 
Marine Corps \announce that their 
meat requirem for May deliverv 
(except upon the Pacific Coast) will 
be allotted among the packers (un- 
less lower. bids are received) at 
prices b on livestock markets, 
but in no event higher than the fol- 
lowing prices per hundred pounds: 

“Good steers, 500 to 600 pounds 
f.o.b. New York, frozen and 
wrapped, commercial trim for ex- 
port, $24.05. ‘ 
‘Same, 600 to 700 pounds, $24.80. 

“Same, 700 pounds up, $25.55. 

“Navy requirements, $24.65. 

“Cows, 500 to 600 pounds, $21.50. 

EXTRA FOR EXTRAS. 


“Army beef of special weights, 
with special trim or for special pur- 
poses, will have proper differentials. 

“In case the markets go lower 
and prices are not agreed upon, 
they will be determined by the-gov- 
ernment, Which will ask the advice 
of the Federal Trade Commission in 
cost ascertainment if necessary. 
The Allies will not buy at higher 
levels than the army and navy. 

“The packers will not attempt to 
increase prices for the domestic 
trade because of these allotments,”

WASHINGTON, April 22. — A 
movement by Seattle labor leaders 


against alleged persecution of 
Thomas and others convict- 
ed of the bomb conspiracy at San 

ncisco, Was reported to the Sen- 
ate today by Senator Poindexter ot 
Washington, who denounced it in 
vehement terms aa “blackmail” upon 
the government; as sedition and 
treason. 

Senator Poindexter submitted a 
letter from Secretary James A, Dun- 
can Of the Seattle Central ber 
Union, saying a referendum on the 
strike was being circulated. He also 
Presented a resolution of Seattle 
trades unions declaring “a wide sus- 
Picion” exists among workmen that 
the bomb plot convictions wefe an 
attempt to discredit organized labor. 

The movement, Senator Poindex- 
ter declared, is in harmony with 
the Industrial Workers of the World, 
Bolsheviki and other international 
factors of unrest. Repudiating and 
denouncing leaders of the movement 
as not friends of labor, Senator 
Poindexter said: 

MORAL TREASON. 

“The writers of this threat to hold 
up the government, to cut off sup- 
plies m those deathiless heroes 
who stand between us and the Ger- 
man horrors, should be visited not 
only with the just indignation of an 
outraged public, but with the pun- 
ishment prescribed for blackmail), 
disloyalty, sedition and treason. It 
is an act of conspiracy to foment 
sedition and insurrection both by 
Peaceful and violent means. 

“It is moral treason. The act it- 
self being worse than death—an un- 
speakable crime—is deserving of 
the extreme penalty of death. The 
threat to ca@mmit it is a crime against 
the State and the goverament. These 
men should be arrested and dealt 
with as disloyal traitors.” 

Senator Poindexter also referred 
to the government commission head- 
ed by Secretary of Labor Wilson, 
which recently investigated labor 
unrest on the Pacific Coast, and 
referred to the Mooney case as on* 
of the causes. The Washington Sen- 
ator declared the movement he re- 
ferred to was originated by the Bol- 
sheviki and anarchists. The labor 
commission, he ‘said, had not at- 
tempted to pass upon Mooney’s 
gwilt, but had, however, suggested. 
that the President use his “enormous 
power” to interfere with California's 
judicial processes. 

SUSPICION UNFAIR. 
Senator Poindexter said Mooney 
and his co-defendants had under- 
gone the usual court processes and 
that the Seattle labor movement 
was by false representatives of la- 
bor, indicative of a general interna- 
tional lawless effort. The charge 
that the bomb plot prosecutions were 
designed to descredit organized la- 
bor, Senator Poindexter asserted, 
was “scandalous,” and based on

The enemy wants Arras and wants 
it so badly that he may even 
invest a heavy drive between 
Givenchy and Boisloux, southeast 
of Arras. A successful drive by 
the Germans here would force the 
British to evacuate Bethune and Ar- 
ras, and at the same time it would 
relieve the right flank of the Ger- 
man armies which are operating on 
the front at Amiens. 

That is the view of those who ex- 
pect a resumption of activities on 
the southern battle front. They do 
not believe that Ludendorff has 
weakened his forces on the Somme 
to help the army operating on the 
Lye, and, in fact, they think that 
the southern armies have been re- 
inforced during the pause since the 
first week in April. 

GUNS AGAIN BARKING. 


With the improvement inthe 
weather, the artillery, assisted by 
aerial observers, is becoming exceed- 
ingly violent in many sectors along 
the battle front. Field Marshal 
Haig in his today’s communique re- 
ports a heavy bombardment from 
Lens around Festubert bend to the 
Nieppe forest, covering the western 
approach to Hazebrouck. Near Al- 
bert and at the junction of the Brit- 
ish and French armies east of 
Amiens, the big guns have also been 
decidedly active. 

During the interlude much recon- 
naissance work is being done, Haig 
reporting that the British had made 
Several successful raids around 
Lens. 

Across the devastated plains of 
Picardy, the Germans have worked 
steadily for three weeks, extending 
many miles of light railway and-con- 
structing military roads. In spite 
of the Allied artillery fire, which has 
been directed on the army of la- 
borers at this task, the Germans 
have succeeded in bridging the path- 
less waste with concrete roeds over 
which to transport their heavy guns. 
The difficulties which they are en- 
countering there are tremendous, 
for the Allies know from the ex- 
perience of last year how difficult it 
is to construct permanent roads over 
water-soaked, shell-churned ground. 


RAINS HINDER GERMANS. 


The rains of last week proved a 
hindrance to this German construc- 
tion work, and made the movement 
of heavy guns almost impossible. 
But there has been increased ac- 
tivity behind the enemy's lines in 
the last two days, which only the 
British artillery fire has served to 
disturb. 

The armies of Boehn, 


called upon for heavy work in the 
next phase. If Boehn's forces come 
into action the battle front will be 
lengthened until it reaches almost 
to Rheims. For three weeks Rheims 
has been almost smothered with 
shells. Such activity usually points 
to bigger things. 

On the other hand, some critics 
believe that the enemy will persist 
in his northern campaign just as he 
did after the first check at Verdun. 
They reason that the German com- 
mand is out to crush the British 
army, and that Ludendorfft will 
gradually concentrate his main 
force in front of Haig’s army. They 
think that he will be quite satisfied 
with slow progress in the north, be- 
cause every success there brings 
with it a greater strategic prize. 

Provided the weather continues 
fair, this week should disclose more 
of the enemy's plans. No subject 
is of more interest to the German 
military critics than the Allied re- 
serves. They treat the question in 
great detail, and, although most of 
them profess indifference, they ex- 
hibit a real anxiety. 

Although the German critics are 
anticipating an early counter-offen- 
sive in an attempt to win back the 
territory evacuated by them in the 
last month, critics In Entente coun- 
tries continue to believe that until 
Haig gets some definite indication 
that Hindenburg has given up all 
hope of breaking through on the 
west, there will be no Allied gffen- 
sive. As long as Germany has suf- 
ficient reserves to carry on offensive 
movements, it is believed that ahy 
attempt by the British and French 
to counter-attack the Germans 
would be suicidal. 

It has only been within the past 
week that Haig has been able 


distribute his reserves to meet a. 


effectively the German attacks. Early 
reports from the battle fleld gave 
the overwhelming number of Ger- 
man troops as the chief reason for 
the Allied withdrawal. More recent 
reports indicate that the reaching of 
numerical equality has been a pow- 
erful factor in enabling the Allies to 
throw back the Teutonic attacks of 
the past few days and dissuading 
the German commanders from fur- 
ther offensive moves in the sectors 
where the Allies have brought up 
reinforcements: 

America’s aid has already been 
important in halting the German ad- 
vance. But until more American 
troops can be put in the trenches, 
and until more trained men can be 
brought from England to support 
the Allied line, it is hardly probable 
that Haig will attempt an offensive.

appropriate ceremonies?”

That an attempt was made te de- 
stroy all the packing plants on 
Packing-house Row is indicated by 
the fact that an unknown man, who 
escaped before any description could 
be secured of him, was found 
tampering late the previous evening 
with the automobile apparatus at 
the Central Station. 

While there are no clues to the 
guilty ones the police are endeav- 
roing to trace two men who were 
seen about the packing-houses yes- 
terday end whose actions at that 
time aroused suspicion. 

Except for a fortunate shift in a 
light wind, which was blowing when 
the fire was discovered, not only 
would property worth $250,000 been 
seriously endangered, but railroad 
rolling stock and equipment put in 
Jeopardy.

SUMS UP ACTS 
IN HINDU PLOT. 


Defendants Termed Murderers 


and Lesser Criminals. 
Bopp Tarred with Same Stick 
as Other Germans, 


Allegations in Conspiracy Case 


are Outlined. 


(BY A. P. NIGHT WIRE.) 

SAN FRANCISCO, April 22.— 
Tarak Nath Das, Hindu student and 
author, had a bomb manual fn his 
possession while he was swearing his 
fealty to the United States in an ap- 
pifeation for citizenship, John W. 
Preston, United States District At- 
torney, tofd the jury in the trial 
here today of Das and severa: oth- 
ers on a charge of conspir:ng in this 
country to set up a revolutionary 
government in India. 

“This man aided and abetted two 
murders,” Preston said. ‘He is the 
biggest and most dangerous crim- 
inal of this whole outfit on trial 
here. He assumed American cit- 
izenship purely for the purpose of 
plotting outrages under the protec- 
tion of our flag. He wrote a book 
asking Japan to sever her alliance 
with the Entente. It is a monu- 
mental manifestation of treason.” 

Preston's remarks were objected 
to by counsel for Das, and the 
prosecutor was admonished by the 
court not to call Das a “murder ac- 
ceraplice” unless it showed in the 
record. Preston thereupon said that 
the record showed that Das assisted 
in one. slaying, and he would con- 
fine himself to that. He expiained 
that the particular crime was the 


shooting down of a Canadi&n govern- 


ment official during a Hindu deport- 
ation hearing. 
BOPP A NUISANCE. 

Franz Bopp, former German Con- 
sul-General here, and a defendant, 
was characterized as a “nuisance” 
by Preston. 

“The defense contended that Bopp 
knew nothing of the moneg that was 
spent by the German Consulate on 
the Maverick enterprise. That is nor - 
sense. If Von Bernstorff was guilty 
in this connection, if Von Luxburg 
was guilty, if Von Papen was guilty, 
if Von Ige]l was guilty, how could 
Bopr be innocent? They were all 
tarred with the same stick, and Bopp 
is as guilty as the rest.” 

The steamer Maverick was char- 
tered by the revolutionaries to cerry 
arms and ammunition to India from 
this country, according to Preston.

BE EARTHQUAKE. 

The concrete construction of the new 
business district of Los Angeles has fully 
justified the claim of its architects that it 
is practically earthquake-proof. The tem- 
blor of Sunday afternoon, while registered 
by the seismograpli as the severest that has 
visited this section in a generation, failed 
to inflict more than nominal damages on 
any of the great business blocks for which 
Los Angeles is justly famous. The extent 
of the injury is limited to broken windows 
and minor cracks in walls. The sole phys- 
ical injury in a city of 500,000 population 
was that to a woman who was struck on 
the head when an excited attendant low- 
ered too rapidly a fire escape on the side 
of a moving-picture house. Even the ven- 
erable City Hall, which has been referred to 
so frequently as an “earthquake trap,” 
passed through the disturbance without a 
scratch on its surface. Ag far as perma- 
nent dgmage is concerned, Los Angeles is 
unscathed. 

Reports from elsewhere in the southern 
part of the State reveal that a greater part 
of the cities escaped without any material 
damage and that the only vy loss was in 
two or three towns located in the folds of 
the San Jacinto Mountains, from which the 
temblor emerged. In the towns of San Ja- 
cinto and Hemet most of the brick build- 
ings were demolished wholly or in part; 
but in those towns there was no loss of 
life and but few persons were injured. 
Earthquakes of the Southern California va- 
viety are much akin to ghosts; they occa- 
sion great mental anguish and vexation of 
spirit, but their physical violence is negli- 
gible. There is not a summer passes when 
a single Middle-West cyclone does not oc- 


casion more_loss of life and damage to 


property than all the earthquakes that have 
visited Southern California since its occu- 
pation by civilized peoples. 

When one passes through an earthquake 
for the first time he experiences a sensa- 
tion that is never afterwards forgotten. The 
infinite power of the cosmos and the help- 
lessness of the individual are revealed in a 
manner that, in the-words of the prophet, 
“makes men’s souls to quake.” The trem- 
bling on Sunday afternoon lasted for sev- 
eral seconds—seconds of expectancy when 


one felt himself face to face with the infl- 


nite. Would the next throb of the earth 
bring a crash when mountains would dis- 
appear and new seas would rise? Was it 
the first gasp of a planet in labor; or would 
the earth sink back into the somnolence of 
the centuries? In those brief seconds oné 
senses the occult, one has a glimpse of the 
beginning and the end of things. Who has 
not known-such an experience has lost that 
which nothing else in the world can replace. 
So it is that those who passed through the 
earthquake on Sunday afternoon have taken 
part in the great adventure. For such it 
was im the beginning. In San Francisco 
there resides a Japanese scientist who has 
passed his 80th year. He went there the 
summer after the earthquake of 1906 and 
has been waiting ever since for a possible 
reappearance of the temblor- which started 
the big fire. He has a theory in regard to 
the cause of earthquakes in which there re- 
mains but a single unknown quantity; he 
feels that he can supply that quantity if he 
can but experience a single severe shock. 
He will not consent to leave San Francisco 
even for a day, “for no man knoweth the 
day nor the hour.” Had he been in San 
Jacinto Sunday afternoon his life mission 
might have been accomplished. But such 
is fate. 

There was a time when earthquakes 
awakened only dread and terror; when pop- 
ulations avoided locations where even slight 
shocks were likely to occur. History and 
science have combined to prove that’ the 
ratio of danger is almost infinitesimal: The 
automobile claims more victims in the 
United States in a year than the toll of all 
the earthquakes since the foundation of the 
republic. The Hun has wrought more de- 


struction with his high-power explosives . 


since the present war than all the damages 


| by earthquakes covered by the records of 


our modern civilizations. 


HE BOND BUYERS. 

Next to flesh and blood it is the pocket- 
book that counts with the average Amer- 
ican citizen. As a nation we are patriotic; 
we are moved by love of our country and 


the principles for which it is fighting; but 


pecuniary interest remains a more power- 
ful factor than pure patriotism. The indi- 
vidual who has sent a loved one forth to 
defend the country and the one who holds 
bonds, Thrift Stamps or any other security 
of our government has a direct personal 
interest In the welfare and success of the 
nation. 

The men who are. doing their duty as 
citizens by serving in our army, and the 
families from which they come, have made 
the supreme sacrifice for their country. 
@here can be no question of their patriot- 
ism. And next to these on the roll of honor 


stand the men and women who have bought 


and are buying bonds and stamps at a sac- 
rifice of thelr own comfort and often of 
necessities. It is the $50 bond, purchased 
by the working girl who goes without new 
clothes or cuts off her amusements to pay 
for it; the $100 bond which means a les- 
sened income, or a real sacrifice on the 
part of the purchaser, which indicates the 
spirit of real patriotism. And every such 
investor has a new feeling of partnership 
in the government—he is directly concerned 
in the success of the United States, aside 
from the mere winning of battles. 

Henry Ford, with his six million sub- 
scription, is not more vitally affected by 
the defeat of German militarism than the 
smallest purchaser of Thrift Stamps who 
has bought out of his love for his country 
at a sacrifice. The big subscriptions of the 
big corporations and the rich people of the 
nation are necessary; their money counts 
heavily toward winning the war; but it is 
the spirit of the nation, exemplified by the 
small purchaser, at a personal sacrifice, 
which counts most in the long run—a hun- 
dred $100 subscriptions from a hundred citi- 
zens who cannot afford more means far 
more for the welfare of the @nited States 
than $100,000 subscribed by a billion-dollar 
corporation or by an individual in the mil- 
lionaire class. 

The campaign for the training of Amer- 
fean citizens, both native and foreign-born, 
should not end with the necessity for de- 
fense and Liberty Loans. In fact, it should 
never cease, From childhood to old age 
our American people must be taught what 
good citizenship means so that never again 
will our country be found unprepared for 
war—or for peace.

President Wilson has encouraged the 
American people to look forward to greater 
war efficiency by appointing a. practical 
shipbuilder director-general of the Emer- 
gency Fleet Corporation. He now has an 
opportunity to inspire still greatet confi- 
dence by admonishing the administration 


political expediency in selecting a new head 
of the Foreign Relations Committee. 


The late Senator Stone of Missouri was 
chairthan of that committee. The unwrit- 
ten law of the Senate decrees the rule of 
seniority must be followed in filling that 
important position; but that law is not 
without exceptions. Charles Sumner was 
removed from the chairmanship of the Com- 
“mittee of Foreign Relations in 1871 because 
he was not dwelling in political harmony 
with the President and his party. If the 
| rule of Democratic seniority were to be ob- 
served in the present instance ‘ Senator 
Hitchcock of Nebraska would succeed to 
the chairmanship. But there is marked op- 
position to the selection of Senator Hitch- 
cock within the ranks of his own party. 
Before this country entered the war Sen- 
ator Hitchcock was decidedly pro-German. 
He offered in the Senate a bill forbidding 
the sale of bonds of belligerent nations in 


ports of all kinds to belligerent nations. The 
World, New York, charges that during the 
whole of the immediate antewar period Sen- 
ator Hitchcock “represented the German 
view and not the American view of our 
rights and duties.” In fact, the most pro- 


ator Hitchcock comes from influential Dem- 
ocrats. 

There is no more important committee in 
the Senate than that on Foreign Relations. 
When the time comes to make peace the 
Senate negotiations will be conducted 
through this committee; so it is a matter of 
the greatest interest that the chairman of 
the Committee on Foreign Relations shall 
be a representative American. The Times 
observes with approval that’ a movement 
has been inaugurated in the Senate to make 
fitness the prime qualification in the selec- 
tion of the new committee chairman. It has 
been suggested that the best interests of 
the country at large would be served by 
the selection of Senator Lodge, ranking Re- 
publican member, as the new chairman. 
The Massachusetts statesman is known as 
one of the ablest men in the Federal Sen- 
ate. His selection would serve notice alike 
to friends at home and enemies abroad that 
the present administration represents the 
whole of that nation and not a factional 
part of it, and that its first duty is to make 
the world safe for the people as a whole 
and not for the immediate members of the 
Democratic party. 

The situation is one in which President 
Lincoln would not have hesitated to secure 
the services of the ablest man available, 
without reference to his former political al- 
liances. Senator Lodge’s selection would 
increase the confidence of the American 
people in the administration, and for that 
reason would be good Democratic politics; 
but it is almost hoping for the unattainable 
to ask Democrats, even at this crisis, to for- 
get the political fleshpots and consider only 
the best interests of the country.

- HOW UNCLE SAM FOUND 
“THE BETTER ‘OLE.’ ”

After some weeks spent with the 
Sammies in France I have come back 
impressed by the striking resem- 
blance they bear in many respects 
to our own Tommies. This applies 
| both to the men who were civilians 
a few months ago and to the vet- 
erans of the Regular Army who came 
over in the first contingent. 


They seem to have settled down 
to the war conditions as if they had 
been there as long as our men, and 
they have much the same point of 
view about the war and what they 
are fighting for. That is to say, they 
have no illusions about it; they know 
there is nothing romantic about the 
conditions of warfare today. Many 
of the men I talked with had fought 
in the Philippines, in Mexico and in 
revolts in Haiti, and they dre fully 
aware these were picnics in compar- 
ison with the sordid realism of the 
trenches in Burope. 


“We can't have people like these 
Boches running amok like this in 
Europe,” expresses their attitude. 
They quite expect the war to last 
for years, and they are modest about 
the part they hope to play. The Rus- 
sian collapse is regarded merely as 
a side show, although they realize 
what it means to the western front. 
‘The antics of the Bolsheviks interest 
them still less. It is sufficient that 
America is in the war, that she has 
always fought to a finish and that if 
eventually only Britain and America 
are left they will carry on the fight 
against the Germans until the ene- 
my gives in. There is something 
tough and implacable about these 
Sammies which makes you feel that 
nothing can shake their determina- 
tion. 


That part of France where they 
are encamped looks just as if a great 
chunk of the United States had been 
transplanted at the same moment. 
The French villages with the big 
fellows in their bronco hats at every 
street corner are like the western 
villages in the States. With all their 
grimn these Americans are «a 
cheery jot. They are just as full of 
good humor as our boys, although 
Blighty to the Sammies has a very 


different significance. 


It is truly a democratic army. 
When off duty officers and men meet 
terms of absolute equality; there 
are no distinctions whatever. Yet 
the discipline is very strict—I was 
surprised to find it so exacting. The 
commands are rapped out 
like pistol shots. . 

I remember one day driving with 
one of the divisional commanders 
when we met a somewhat tired 
squad walking along rather casually. 

The commander stopped the car 
and, going up to the squad, began: 
“Wal, if you are not the toughest 
lot of tramps I ever set eyes on.” 
The men were intensely alert at 
once, very quick and smart in obey- 
ing his commands, and took it all 
very good-humoredly. The talk of 
both officers and men is full of that 
picturesque humor which never 
seems to fail the American wherever 
he goes in peace or war. In France 
Sammy rarely speaks without mak 
ing a humorous allugion to some 
thing. 

One terribly bleak day I was 
watching some trench digging that 
was going on in a barren waste of 
land when one of the Sammies who 
had become plastered with mud in 
the course of his exertions looked 
up at me and said: “You would mot 
think I was a minister's son, would 
you now?” Like all Americans that 
Man was very proud of his home as- 
sociations. 

They all like to tell you what they 
were in civil life—lumbermen, drug 
store assistants, safety-razor manu- 
facturers, clerks#—they take a pride 
in it. I found as many interesting 
types as I did in the ranks of the old 
British army. 

The “Old Bill” of Uncle Sam’s 
army is a tall, tough, thin veteran 
somewhere about 40, clean shaven, 
with a jaw that juts out like Gibral- 
tar, and hair just turning gray. He 
has been half-boiled in Mexico, near- 
ly frozen in France, so he is as hard 
as nails. A corn-cob sticks out of 
the corner of one of the tightest 
mouths I have ever seen. 

His uniform fits him very closely 
and he walks like an athlete. He 
works with a tremendous vigor, and 
when off duty you generally find him 
leaning on his elbow discoursing 
with a cynical humor on anything 
that turns up. His favorite expres- 
sion is “Here’s the dope.” The dope 
may be anything he is attending to 
for the time being—ammunition or 
some orders or a cup of tea. : 

Folls to him are “Bert” and “Alf,” 
young business men from Boston, to 
whom the army life is new. 

“Old Bill” goes on talking and 
leaning on his elbow when an officer 
comes into the room in the hours 
when discipline is relaxed, but it is 
not out of any disrespect, for no 
man is smarter in obeying orders. 

The songs of the American sol 
diers are mostly gag-time, but they 
have lately adapted for themselves 
the hymn tune, of which there are 
many parodies in the British army.

Like the British soldier, the Amer- 
jeans have a passion for cleanliness 
whenever it is possible. An Amer- 
ican journalist has explained that at 
first it was considered that the main 
thing was “‘to turn out a soldier” who 
can hike ten miles after the other 
fellow has quit,” but the trench war- 
fare has shown that the cleaner a 
man keeps himself the better he will 
stand up against punishment. This 
enthusiasm for cleansing was devel- 
oped one man to such an extent 
that made serious trouble in one 
village by scrubbing a statue in the 
market place.

ECONOMIC COMPANY 
GETS GAS FRANCHISE. 


PROMISED FIGHT ON BDANKET 
INSTRUMENT FAILS TO 
MATERIALIZE. 


The heralded fight before the 
Board of Supervisors, yesterday, 
against gtanting the Economic Gas 
Company a blanket franchise, passed 
off with no more noise than the 
reading and filing of a protest, 
Signed by 100 citizens, who asked 
that the board refuse the franchise 
until the Economic Company has 
developed natural gas sufficient for 
domestic purposes. The Economic 
Company bid $100 for the franchise, 
and this offer was unanimously ac- 
cepted by the Supervisors without 
opposition. 

R. W. Kelly, who has consistently 
fought the Economic Company and 
was instrumental in circulating the 
protest, Was subpoenaed by the Super- 
visors to appear at the meeting in 
the afternoon, but he was not heard. 
John E. Biby, attorney’ for the 
Economic Company, stated that if 
the Supervisors desired, he could 
lay before it matters which he had 
investigated in connection with the 
protest, but the board evidently 
did not care to take up the time. 
Mr. Biby had previously stated that 
children had signed the protest. 

The United Improvement Associa- 
tion approved the granting of the 
franchise to the Economic Com- 
pany although it stands for muni- 
cipal ownership, because the 
Economic had offered to reduce the 
price of natural gas in this city. 

The franchise covers practically 
the entire county outsNie of in- 
corporated cities. The pipe lines 
the company propeses to lay will 
serve as feeders tor natural gas 
which is obtained from La Brea.

A similar meeting was held in 
Long Beach, Saturday, when it was 
agreed that Long Beach should 
share the cost of eliminating the 
mosquito pest. Local Councilmen 


are said to favor an appropriation) 


to cover the expense on s An- 
geles Harbor lands, but much of 
the mosquito-breedfng territory Mes 
within the boundaries of Long 
Beach, it is said. 

Commenting on the fire boat 
Proposition, Chief Inspector Ran- 
some advises Los Angeles to give 
all the protection possible to harbor 
industries, Mr. True asserted. 

The chief inspector directed at- 
tention to the fact that there are 
no less than $60,000,000 worth of 
industries at the harbor, all of 
them at the mercy of fire. Many 
of the industrial plants are work- 
ing now in the interest of the gov- 
ernment and it is very essential 
that they be given protection, he 
further pointed out.

“Bear in mind these are war times, 
times in which many lines of busi- 
ness are affected in such a way that 
it is indeed a hardship to keep their 
doore open, let alone make a profit, 
and it does not seem to me that any- 
thing should be done in any > td to 
hinder or hamper legitimate lines of 
business.

“Society for Sale” does not tell 
a tale of great excitements; there 
are no hairbreadth escapes and no 
goosefieshing thrills in it.

Moreover; it 
is a truly delichtful comedy, with 
characters that are absurdly human 
and likeable, and with situations 
that are absolutely plausible as well 
as perfectly bizarre.
